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“VT Do grant, were all our Fears and Apprehen- 
ft fions of the Pretender juft, We zis sh 
miferable Nation; and re do grant, that our 
Fears of the Pretender are unequally plac’d ; where 
we have .juft Reafon to fear him, we are Eafy, 
‘where we have little or no Reafon to fear him; 
there we tremble, ftand amaz'd, and talk of de- 
dpairing: And this is the Thing which gives fome 
eople room to fuggeft, that your Clamours of the 
Danger ofthe Pretender, are only a Politick Defign 
to make the Publick Difcqntents Popular, and alarm 
the People one againft another. . : 
__ Thope, I can fay for my felf, that.I am as earnet 
againg ithe Pretender, as any Proteftant is, or ought 
dorbe.; yet as L am opening your Eyes to the real 
Danget; fo.1 cannot but fay, 1 with your Eyes were 
Jefs intently fix’d-upon thoft parts of your Circum- 
ftances, where your Danger does not lies and more 
xeady to. watch thofe Parts where you really are in 
Danger. I have explain’d my felfin the particulars 
already. I find fome People do not think, or at leaf? 
will not own it, That our unnatural Divifions and 
-Animolities, which. both Parties puth to fach Extre- 
‘mities, ought.to give them any Apprehenfions; in 
‘which I pray God their Miftakes may appear before 
itis too late. 
I do own frankly, TI fear not the Pretender, from 
‘the invincible, formidable Power of Frarce, from the 
‘prefent Imperteétions of the Peace, from the Conduct 
‘of the Managers of the Adminiftration. I do not 
fee, either the firft able, the fecond qualify’d, or 
the third weak enough to put him upon us. The 
jew I have had of the Pretender, as 1 have often 
aid, is from other Caufes, and founded upon that ofd 
‘Maxim, which we pate ee Reafon to fay, is made 
Inqueftionable (véz.) t England can néver be 
in'd, but by themfelves, 
While we are biting and devouring one another 5 
ywhile our Animofities arrive to fuch an Extremity.

As to she ‘Condition of the Perfon they Swear it 
upon, I pity him heartily; but the Fidelity of 
thofe who thus betray one another, is moft juflly 
contemn’d, let che Caufe be how it will, Give sve 
Jeave to frate the Cafe a little. ‘ 

Every Man who Embarks in fuch a Cafe, ought 
FIRST to judge for him@elf, whether the Caué 
will juftify his Tusering for ic, the Ruin of his Fa- 
mily, and even Perfonal Punifhment 5 if be és Clear 
in this, he will fuffer chearfully, and never be dif 
couraged by the Confequence, i by the Way, ne- 
thing but Principle can juttify Suffering : The reft 
is what the Scripture forbids, (viz.) Suffering os Eva 
doers. — When then a Man Embarks in what he has 
upon Serious Confideration determin’d #0 be Honeft, 
he that after that deteé&s and betrays the Perfons 
who employ and entruft him, és @ Tyaytor to bis Friend, 
and 2 Sheep the wort ae bag is 10 fay, i 
Knave. But fill I fay, sake this with yqu as youd 
diwiye-provided the Cuule be ju, for if mat, the 
Knave commenc’d in the firft Embarking, and what 
could be expeéted from any one after that? A bad 
Caufe makes any Man a Coward, and once a Coward 
nt a Knave, for a Coward cannot be an benef

I have no Realon to be afham’d to fay, 7 bave pafs'd 
the fevere/t Tryal of this kind, and couldT have been 
Treacherous, even to fome that have now forgotten
